WASHINGTON (D. C.), June 12.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senate.—Mr. Chandler 
offered a resolution referring the creden- 
tials of Senator Gibson of Louisiana, for his 
new term, to the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections, and instructing the commit- 
tee to inquire into all the facts as to the 
Senatorial election, and ascertain and re- 
port whether or not at the recent State elec- 
tion in Louisiana, which included the elec- 
tion of the State Legislature, the 156,746 
votes returned for the candidate of the 
Democratic party for Governor were act- 
ually cast; the inquiry being in view of the 
fact that at no previous election had the 
votes for the candidate of such party ex- 
ceeded 88,794, and to inquire why, in the 
parish of Madison, 35,000 votes were cast 
for on@ party and none for the other, and 
why, in East Feliciana and other parishes, 
there were similar returns; also to ascertain 
and report whether or not at such State 
election there was any violence, intimida- 
tion or fraud that prevented a fair election, 
and whether false returns were made and 
counted, and whether the State of Louis- 
jana had on the 22d of May, 1888 (the 
day of election), a Republican form of gov- 
ernment, including a Legislature, entitled 
to chose United States Senators.

The resolution of yesterday, offered by 
Mr. Stewart, calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for a statement of offers and pur- 
chases of bonds since April, 1558, with 
names, etc., was taken up and discussed.

No good could come of 
publishing names, nothing but evil would 
come of it, because men would be deterred 
from making offers of bonds in their own 
names, and would have recourse to brokers, 
thus adding to the cost. 

Mr. Stewart said that he did not want to 
ex anybody’s hand, but he wanted to 
“know whether there existed a money trust 
with the Government. 

Mr. Cockrell modified his amendment so 
as after “names” to insert the words 
“other than private persons.” 

Mr. George asked Mr. Stewart whether 
he kad any information on which he relied 
for his belief than any lower bid had been 
and any higher bid accepted.

ANGRY CITIZENS. 


CITIZENS NEAR THE MOUTH OF 
THE .SKWEK IN ARMS 


The Sewer Committee, the Mayor 
and a ‘*Times” Keporter Inspect 
the Proposed Sewer System—The 
Ohances Are Good for a Main 
Sewer to the Sea. 


Save for. the never-ending talk on the 


‘gambling question, the sewer business is 


just now absorbing the attention of the 
honorable Council, and giving it a world of 
trouble and hard thinking to do. ‘lo the 
sea or not tothe sea. That’s the problem 
they are trying to solve, and the Vernen 
district people and the South Side Irriga- 
tion Company are trying to assist them. 

Yesterday afternoon, according to the 
pre-arranged plan, the Mayor, President of 
the Council, the Sewer Committee, mem- 
bers of the Council, the City Engineer, and 
representatives of the South Side Irrigation 
Company met at the City Hall, and, procur- 
ing carriages, drove out San Pedro street 
over the line of the main sewer of the city 
and out tothe Vernon district, where the 
city’s sewerage is furnished by the Irriga- 
tion Company to the citizens. 

All along the line of the old Wilmington 
road the vineyards, the walnut and orange 
groves and the truck farms were green and 
thriving, and in the best condition. All 
these were or had been irrigated with sewer 
water. The party first visited a small 
orange grove, in splendid condition, which 
had been irrigated as recentiy as Sunday. 
The sturdy old gentleman who owned the 
place said there was nothing on 

EARTH LIKE SEWER WATER, 

and if he had his choice he had rather pay 
for the sewer water than the zanja water. 
He had used the former for a long time, and 
had never seen any evil effects from it. 
He proudly displayed a heap of potatoes, 
which he said had been irrigated with sewer 
water, and defied anybody to detect an 
consequent odor about them. He wante 
sewer water, and wanted in bad. 

The Councilmen wereimmensely p leased, 
so far, and gleefully slapped each other on 
the shoulders and said: “Now, | told you 
so.e We are all right. We are notin such 
a pinch, after all.” 

Che party then drove through McKinley 
Bros.’ nursery, the owners of which are, by 
the way, members of the Irrigation Com- 
pany. The nursery was certainly in splen- 
did condition, and there wasn’t the sus- 

icion ofa smell about the place, and the 

ountilmen were egain congratulating 
themselves, but somehow it never occurred 
to them that the place hadn't been irrigated 
for some time, and all the ditches about the 
place were closed, 

Within half amile of the place, how- 
ever, the party came to the mouthof the 
main sewer. A deputation of Vernon peo- 
ple were waiting for them. They dis- 
mounted from the carriages and proceeded 
‘to inspect the sewer, so far as the stench 
would permit. At this point the sewerage 
first came ‘into the open air. The 
stench cannot be described. lit was some- 
thing awful. No person could stand over 
the mouth of the sewer more thana brief 
moment. The water was of a murky, 
milky color, and was filled with all the re- 
volting, 

SICKENING EXCRETIONS 

of agreat city, that went along with the 
volume of water down the open ditches, out 
over the lands to be spread in a corrupting, 

ulluting layer on the ground, where the 
bot sun came down and litted out of it all 
the poisoning gases that such matter con- 
tains. The night winds sweep over, and 
these odors are carried across the fields and 
inte the doors and windows of the hundred 
pretty homes that cluster around. They 
salute the nostrils of sleeping citizens, and 
send into the blood the poison that is worse 
than malaria and almost as deadly as small- 


Perhe Council surveyed this unsavory 
sight with long taces. It was more than 
they had looked for. The citizens lost no 
time in telling the Councilmen what they 
thought of them, and the management 
which could not relieve them of such a dis- 
agreeable presence. Mayor Workman an- 
swered them that the city would do its best 
to give them some relief if they would 
only allow it time. The citizens said they 
had been trying for a _ lon time 
to get relief, had waited and waited, ac- 
cording to promise, and nothing had been 
done. Now there had come a time when 
they would take the matter into the courts 
and stop that water, or give the city more 
trouble than it ever had with anything. The 
Mayor assured them that the city would do 
allinits power to help them. lt would 
even spend a little money to doit, if they 
would only wait. He then tried to impress 
upon them the fact that had it not been for 
this same sewer water about which they had 
somuch to say, their lands would never 
have been worth a cent. 

They could not but acknowledge that the 
sewer water was rich and 

A GREAT THING FOR IRRIGATING, 

so far asirrigating goes. “But,” said one 
gentleman, “irrigation isn’t all we want 
out here. The health of our families is 
something to us.” 

The party remained at the sewer about 


half an hour talking matters over and then+ 


drove further on to where a lotof China- 
men were picking strawberries, which, like 
everything else in that neighborhood, are 
irrigated with sewer water. 

Right bere it may be well to say a word 
about the strawberries. While the ripe 
berries are on the vine and lying on the 
ground the sewer water is let in with all its 


contamination. It floods the field and 
almost covers the ground.~ It stands 
there until the . earth sucks it 
up, and time the 


| that 
luscious fruit lies in the water and mud, 
and soaks. When the water is all gone, 
then the Chinaman picks the berries, carts 
them off to the city andselisthem. Ifa 
berry has a queer taste, or don’t look alto- 
gether healthy, the consumer will know 
why and what it is. No man with any 
delicacy about his stomach can go over 
those fields, see what was to be,seen yester- 
day, and ever again eat another strawberry 
shortcake and strawberries and cream, 
It would be altogether out of the question, 
Yet the Chinamen say that sewer water 
and sewer deposit makes the finest berries 
in the world. 
ON THE GROUND. 

The Mayor and party viewed this singu- 
tar scene with somewhat the same feelings 
thatthey had inspected the sewer. The 
last convinced them. Something must be: 


done, and done quickly. But what? The 
court says they must abate the nuisance in 
20 days, and it takes two years to build an 
outfall sewer to the sea. 

The Tweedy ranch lies about five miles 
from the city limits, immediately east of 
Florence, A tenant has lately taken charge 
of it on a lease of 10 hs He wants 
water, and says he would bé glad to get 
the sewer water, and would take all of it 
on his 600 acres. He made such a proposi- 
tion to members of the Sewer Committee, 
and they immediately jumped atit. After 
leaving the Chinamen with their straw- 
berries and sewerage, the party drove over 
and surveyed the ground tothe ranch. By 
a little inquiry they soon found out that to 
get the water to the ranch would require 

at it be piped nearly five miles, 
Then they began to figure on the scheme, 
and the resuit was that the work would cost 
the city about $20,000, and it would require 
two or three months to get the water there. 


~ When the pipe was laid it could be no more 


than a temporary affair. Even though a 
contract for the 10 years were made with the 
tenant of the ranch, there are a hundred lit- 
tle things that might occur to throw the 
whole matter back int) the hands of the 
city, and the whole scheme wo 

to po more than staving off trouble with the 
Vernon peuple for a short while. Then 
when it came to the sewer to the sea, which 
must come sooner or later, $20,000 would 
have been spent on this scheme to get out of 
a legal trouble that might have been en- 
tirely avoided had the Council been doing 
its duty a year ago. 


LOSED EYES. 


The entire party viewed this plan with | 


favor, foolish as it was, and much as it 
would cost. Right before their eyes lay a 
mee a good deal more fzasible and a good 
eal cheaper, yet they passed right over it 
with their eyes shut. lt is the Balliona 
Railroad scheme. A branch ditch runs 
down on the road’s right of way a consider- 
le distance already. ‘To get the water to 
lona creek would require only about two 


miles more of open ditch. It could be dug 
in two weeks, and would cost not exceed- 
ing $500. It would carry off every inch of 
the water, and would be a permanent thing. 
It is by a hundred times preferable to the 
other plan, and the Council cannot, in any- 
thing hike consistency, refuse it. The ranch 
— is not to be thought of while the other 
exists. 

ULompleting the survey of the line to the 
ranch, the party returned to the city, and 
the result of their investigations wiil be 
made known at the next meeting of the 
Council. 

The condition of affairs at Vernon is 
very unsettled. Some time in May the citi- 
zens begar their protests and secured an 
injunction om one man who was using 
sewer water. He hasa’t used any since. 
Jubiliant over their success, they have gone 
on until now the amount of water used for 
irrigating purposes in that immediate dis- 
trichis very small. McKinley Bros. need 
some of their own water pretty bad, but in- 
dignant citizens across the way say they 
can’t have it; the courts sustain the people 
and they can’t getit. It’s a little exasper- 
ating to know that the life-giving fluid 1s 


flowing right along by one’s land and yet 


for the sake of his neighbor’s nostrils he 

.can’t get a drop of it. 
SNYDER’S NURSERY 

is quite a handsome place, and Mr. Snyder 
is justly proud of it. But two or three times 
in succession have Mr. Snyder’s neighbors 
torn out the culvert which carries the sewer- 
age across the Wilmington road into his 
green and growing helds, and he hasn’t had 
any water tor some time. When the Irriga- 
tion Company persisted in putting the cul- 
vert back as fastas it was torn up, the citi- 
zens, to further make sure of Mr. Snyder, 
ot out an injunction against him, ‘hat 

as been some time ago, and Mr. Snyder’s 
stock is now In such condition for want of 
water that they cannot live much longer, 
and the pee says he is in a tight box. 

Several other people are situated like Mr. 
Snyder, and it’s a straight out case of 
“water, water everywhere, but not a drop 
to irrigate.” Mr. Snyder is against the 
movement, and would be only too glad to 
get the sewerage, if his attentive neighbors 
would allow it. 

On the other side of the question there is 
not a little bitterness of feeling. The peo- 
ple all say that they will have that water 
out of the country if they die forit. What 
good, theyask, willall the orange trees in 
the world do, if the ‘health of our families 
and ourselves is ruined. That proposition 
is whatthey are making the fight on, and 


they propose fizhting it to the bitter end,. 


inthe courts and otherwise. One of them 
remarked tothe Mayor that he would like 
to buy some zanja water. The Mayor re- 
plied that the law wouldn’t allow itto be 
sold to them. The gentleman then said that 
he had 960 as pretty orange trees as ever 
crew, but be 
WOULD LET THEM DIE 

before he would take another drop of sewer 
water. The remainder of his crowd are 
justlike him. They have boycotted, so to 
speak, the sewerage, and that article of 
unsavory commerce is finding buta small 
demand at the hands of the South Side Irri- 
gation Company. 

Among the other evidences of evil that 
they see in the sewerage, they point to the 
Harmony School as a shining example. 
There were at one time 87 scholars in that 
school. A sewer ditch has been run near 
it. Sickness set in and the attendance 
dropped otf to 15 or 20. Ina short time the 
teacher was taken ill, and that school isa 


wreck. 

Yesterday there wasatrial by jury in 
Justice Taney’s court of the case of the 
People vs. P. Young. The defendant is 
one of the parties concerned in the tearing 
up of the culvert across Wilmington road, 
and the irrigating company instigated the 
suit against him. Nine or ten witnesses 
were presented by the defense. No at- 
tempt was made to prove that he did not 
tear up the bridge, but all went to show 
that the sewer was a public nuisance, and 
though that was not the issue before the 
jury they were out but ashort while before 

ringing ina verdict of not guilty, thus 
giving their practical support to the people, 
and backing up their fight. 
. The South Side Irrigation Company find 
themselves in a bad box. The water is on 
their hands, the people will not allow them 
to use it, and their business is going to the 
dogs —_p* They are willing to do 
anything to get the contract off their 
hands, and are using all the rsuasion in 
their power to get the Council to put the 
ranch scheme through. 


Is HE A MUKD#HREK? 


A Man Who ls Wanted for Murder 
Up North Captured Here. 

Detective Metzler arrived from Tehachepi 
yesterday with Henry Meyer, who was cap- 
tured near that place, and lodged him in the 
City Prison with the charge of grand lar- 
ceny entered against him.

THE INDICTMENTS AGAINS 
DEALERS DISMISSED. 


THE 


Gooad Work of the Grand Jury 
Thrown Away—dJudge Gardiner 
Gives His Heasons for Killing the 
Indictments—The Opinion in Full. 


The order of the court in the Kodman and 
Schwartz gambling cases was yesterday 
handed down by Judge Gardiner. The in- 
dictments found by the Grand Jury against 
the proprietors of the Turf and Grain Ex- 
change were the only ones of any im- 
portance, or in which large interests were 
involved, and now that they have been dis- 
missed it is interesting to note the reason 
why the court has made its present order. 
The law requires that in the drawing up of 
an indictment certain tules must be ob- 
served. In these—either from ignorance or 
deliberate intention—the requirements of 
the law have been set at naught, with the 
result that the of agame which 
the public, either rightly or wrongly, be- 
lieves to have been simply a vehicle for 
fleecing those foolish enough to invest their 
money, have escaped from the meshes of 
the law, and may quietly wait until they 
imagine the time is again ripe to run the 


electric clock in the cause of public “im-- 


morality.”’ For these reasofs the followin 
decision of Judge Gardiner is worthy o 
perusal: 

ln Superior Court, county of Los Ange- 
les, State of California—People of the 
State vs. Rodman et al. 

The closing brief herein was not handed 
in until June 7th, hence the ruling in this 
decision. 

Defendants move to set aside the indict- 
ments herein on several grounds, but since 
we regard one of tha grounds to be well 
taken itis not necessary to consider the 
others. 

The law requires that the names of the 
witnesses examined by the Grand Jury 
indorsed on the indictment, and the failure 
to make such indorsement is by the statute 
expressly made sufficient ground for set- 
ting aside the indictment. This provision 
of the statute has been upheld by the Su- 
oper Court of this State, and its validity 
. aes herein denied by counsel for the 

The name of one, Mr. Humphreys, does 
not appear among the indorsements on the 
indictments. The only disputant point 
here is upon the contention 
of the District Attorney that 
Mr. Humphreys was not examined by the 
ory Jury aS a witness upon the charges 

t forth in the indictment. But the tran- 
script of the testimony 1s conclusive against 
base District Attorney’s contention on this 
point. 

At page 8 of the testimony it appears 
that a question was asked Mr. Humphreys 
at the hearing of this motion referring to 
the charges herein found against aefendant 
as follows: “Were you a witness before 
the present Grand Jury in reference to this 
matter?” Answer: “Yes, sir.” Question: 
“Before the indictments were found?” An- 
swer: ‘Yes, sir.’’ 

True it is that in a subsequent statement 
the same witness stated that he was before 
the Grand Jury twice, and that the second 
time he came upon his own motion to offer 
explanations as to why the City Council 
granted license to the exchange referred to 
in the indictments herein, and while 
there for that he was 
incidentally asked about the mat 
1 invoived in the indictments 
and that he had no personal knowledge of 
any one sustaining losses betting at the 
concern, but that he had been appointed on 
a committee to examine about the “control 
and internal movements of the concern’’; 
that he had examined it as’ af member of 
the committee; that he “had investicated 
it,’ and that he explained to the Grand 
Jury what he knew about it. 

It needs no argument to show that his 
testimony before the Grand Jury cannot 
upon this motion be deemed to have been 
immaterial, as, in substance, John E, Plato, 
another member of the Grand Jury, testifies, 
on the hearing of this motion, that Mr. 
Humphreys came into the Grand Jury room 
prior to the finding of these indictments 
and stated what he had ascertained asa 
member of the Council in examining the 
matter. 

And there is no testimony to the contrary 
on this hearing, except that it appears 
from the testimony of Mesmer that the 
evidence of the witness Mr. Humphreys 
was heard after the Grand Jury had voted 
upon the question of the indictments, and 
bp that theory Mr. Mesmer says that 
“Humphreys’s testimony was given after 
the jury had found their indictment.”’ , 

But it is nevertheless conceded that the 
testimony of the witness Humphreys was 
heard by the Grand Jury before the indict- 
ments were presented to the court, and 
since it is not contended that the writer 
of the indictments was not ynder the con- 
trol of the Grand Jury until they made the 

resentation to the contrt, as much as after 

eir formal vote as fore it was 
taken, it is difficult to draw the conclusion 
that Mr. Som was not a witness be- 
fore the Grand Jury upon the matter of 
these charges. 

Suppose Mr. Humphreys had testifiea that 
from his examination of the concern he sat- 
isfied himself that defendants had violated 
no law, aud suppose he had stated 
facts within his knowledge to support his 
conclusion, and suppose that the Grand 
Jury had believed all his statements to be 
true, is it difficult to see that, notwithstand- 
ing the former vote, the jury would never- 
theless not have presented the indictments? 
Again, is the information that Mr. Hum- 
phreys gave tothe Grand Jury and District 
Attorney in the Grand-jury room any less 
useful to the State or detrimental to defend- 
ants in the future prosecution of the indict- 
ments because given after a formal vote 
was taken by the jury or because Mr. Hum- 

hreys came there for anether purpose, or 

his testimony was incidentally 
given 

That the State used him as an accuser is 
apparent, and that his testimony was mate- 
rial (since he stated ‘that he had made a 
persona! investigation of the concern), is no 
less apparent. The purpose of the law to 
inform the defendant by indorsement upon 
the indictment of the names of his accusers 
is well settled. | 

The law does not preciide the grand 

urors from examining other witnesses after 

ey have voted to indict the defendant and 
oe to presentment of the indictment. 

ut if they do examine such witnesses their 
course is easy as well as apparent. They 
should furnish the District Attorney with a 
list of the new names, or he should indorse 
them on the indictments, and they should 
not rely tor excuse for their failure upon 
the idea that a vote for indictment had been 
formerly taken, or that the witness came to 
the jury-room for another purpose. 

The indictments herein should be dis-

Fruit-growers in a Tight Place. 


The California Fruit Grower, a new 
San Francisco weekly, which is ap- 
parently devoted more to the interests 
of dealers in than growers of fruit, 
publishes an article entitled “‘City and 
Country Canneries,” in which it seeks 
to prove that itis almost hopeless for 
small country canning establishments 
to attempt to compete with the large 
San Francisco concerns, owing to in- 
creased price of tin, boxes and so forth. 

This strikes us as being a very poor 
line of argument—for the fruit-grow- 
ers. In this connection, we note that 
the parties who purchased the great 
Lusk cannery of San Francisco which 
recently failed, have announced that 
they do not propose to run the cannery 
this season. The Lusk cannery had 
become a sort of branch of W. T. Cole- 
man & Co. One of the causes of the 
failure of that firm was its ambition to 
corner everything in sight. Just be- 
fore their failure they were trying it on 
fruit, having made _ contracts for 
enormous quantities of fruit for can- 
ning at good prices. Many of 
these contracts had beeen made through 
the Lusk Canning Company, and when 
Coleman failed that concern had to 
follow. The fruit-growers who made 
contracts with the firm now find them- 
selves with fruit ripening and no ar- 
rangements made for the marketing of 
it. Many believe that the buyers of 
the Lusk establishment are merely 
letting the growers ‘“‘sweat,”’ so that 
they may buy fruit at their own price. 
Should they not start up, a large pro- 
portion of the California fruit crop this 
season will go to waste. The dispro- 
portion between the fruit crop of the 
State and the canning capacity has all 
along been very great. With the with- 
drawal of the Lusk cannery from the 
field and considering the immense 
crop of fruit this year it will be far 
more serious. 

This shows how utterly fallacious 
and misleading is the line of argument 
pursued by the journal to whieh we re- 
ferred above. THE Times has always 
urged, and would now more strongly 
urge, the establishment of canning 
and drying factories in every decidu- 
ous fruit-producing section. Every 
fruit-grower should own one of the 
cheap family dryers, which are now 
made in great variety, and every fruit- 
growing section should have its codper- 
ative cannery. In this manner only 
can the growers insure a fair return for 
their labour and investments, and avoid 
the danger of finding themselves 
with a big crop of ripening 
and outlet for it. 
Every year there has been the same 
struggle between the growers and the 
canners, who, of course, desire to buy 
at the lowest possible price. The can- 
ners are organized, the growers are not, 
and the eonsequence of course has been 
that the latter have had to suffer. To 
such an extent has this been the case 
that many fruit-growers have gone out 
of the business in disgust, when, had 
there been an organized ‘means of mar- 
keting their crop, they might have 
made large profits. 

Fruit-growing is going to be the lead- 
ing industry of the State, and it is im- 
portant tuat those engaged in the in- 
dustry should secure every legitimate 
encouragement. What is needed now 
is a number of cooperative canning and 
drying establishments, wherever there 
is enough fruit grown to furnish a 
steady supply. The cost of such 
factories are very moderate, and en- 
tirely within the means of a few score 
horticulturists of average means. 
Until this is done, fruit-growing in 
California will continue to be a pre- 
carious and frequently unprofitable 
industry, whereas, with proper facilities 
for marketing, it is more remunerative 
than any other occupation in the State 
which requires so moderate a capital. 


THE Mayor anda number of mem- 
bers of the City Council paid a visit to 
South Los Angeles, yesterday, and sat- 
isfied themselves that the sewerage 
question is a very serious and pressing 
one. The inhabitants of the section 
where the sewage debouches into the 
openfields are justly indignant at the 
continued maintenance of this insuffer- 
able nuisance in their midst. Thecourts 
are with them, and the city has been 
given twenty daysin which to abate 
the nuisance. This places the city gov- 
ernment in an awkward fix. A year 
ago plans and estimates were fully pre- 
pared for a complete sewer system to 


the ocean. Had the work been com-} 


menced then, it would be now well on 
its way to completion. The only prac- 
ticable solution of the present difficulty 
seems to be the plan suggested by Tur 
Times for a continuation of the branch 
sewer along the Baliona Railroad track 
to the slough. This would be inex- 
pensive, and could be completed within 
the time granted by the court. 


STEPHEN M. WHITE is reported as 
haviug expressed the opinion at St. 
Louis that the Republican delegates 
from California would spring Stanford 
on the convention, and to have specu- 
lated on the effect which half a million 


dollars would have if distributed 
among the delegates. Mr. White may 
have made such remarks to a reporter, 
but we do not believe he meant what 
he said to any considerable extent: 
Even Republican delegates are of 
course human, and it 1s possible that a 
number of them would consider an in- 
dependent fortune as a very satisfac- 
tory price for their consciences and 
honor, but we do not believe that any 
such temptation will be placed in their 
path. Itis not likely that Mr. Stan- 
ford will pay half a million dollars for 
the chance of a nomination to an office 
which he would have no chance of ob- 
taining, for his defeat—in the highly 
improbable event of his nonination— 
would be a foregone conclusion. 


A CORRESPONDENT Of THe TIMES 
(Mr. W. L. Vail of Pasadena) writing 
from San Francisco relative to the 
California delegation to Chicago quoted 
one of our Los Angeles delegates as 
uttering these statements: 


H. Z. Osborne of the Evening Express 
said that while there 1s no settled sentiment 
in the Calitornia delegation for the Presi- 
dential nomination, they will all hang to- 

ether. In regard to the possible nominee, 
e thinks there is no way of knowing much 
concerning it. Said Mr. Osborne: “Judge 
Gresham, whose m seems to be spread- 
ing likea just. now, will have his 
chances seriously compromised before the 
convention by the action of the Harrison 
men in dividing the State Vote. If sothing 
else Judge Gresham could not receive the 
nomination, in my opinion, owing to his 
cold attitude toward Blaine in the last cam- 
paign. Of the other probable candidates, 
and there are a great many, Senator Sher- 
man will probably be the most available. 
He stands head and shoulders above all 
athers since Blaine’s retirement and is uni- 
versally popular both East and West. While

eft in the Republican ranks who weuld do 
more to arouse the sentiment and at the 
same time command the public confidence 
than John Sherman of Ohio.”

Has an Interview 
With Depew. 


Gossip Among Delegates at Chicago— 
Sherman’s Sirength. 


Gov, Hill’s Attempt to Swallow the St. 
louis Platform. 


A New Presidential Candidate Bob: Up from Phila- 
delphia—Maine Repubticans Nominate Bur- 
leigh—Vermont Prohibitionis‘s— Coast 
Delegates at Sait Lake City.

San Francisco, June 12,—[Special.| 
The Examiner this morning publishes an 
interview which “Gath,” the well-known 
newspaper correspondent, had with Chaun- 
céy M. Depew, on topics of national inter- 
est. Depew said that he is heartily in favor 
of building defenses along ourcoast. He 
thought the reason why no extensive ap- 
propriations had been made was that the 
people of the interior of the great West do 
not realize the vast aggregation of weaith 
in seaboard cities and their defenseless con- 
dition, and consider any great outlay there- 
for unnecessary. He thought that eastern 
people were now in accord with those of 
the Pacific slope in the matter of Chinese 
immigration, but that all restrictions of 
such immigration should be made under the 
comity treaties enforced by amendments 
and laws against Chinese laborers’ admis- 
sion, He thought that we do not desire the 
wagesof our artisans to be reduced toany 
such figures as those which laborers in 
other countries receive, and that protection 
is almost wholly now a question of wages. 

When asked if these higher wages do not 
raise.the cost of articles to the consumer, he 
replied that nearly everything is lower in 
-this country now than when the tariff was 
low. For example, he said, before the duty 
was put on the Bessemer steel rail pro- 
duction, the New York Central Railroad 
paid as high as $125 per ton for imported 
steel rails. it was at first supposed that we 
had not skill, perhaps not the material, to 
undertake this branch of business; but the 
manufacture has gone on until steel rails 
are now sciling for $30 per ton. To take 
off duty might for a little while benefit the 
railroads, but they would discover the mis- 
take, for if our mills were to close these 
rails would go up to $40, $59, perhaps $75 
per ton. | 

As regards wool, a manufacturer on the 
"line of his road told him that if articles of 
wool and worsted manufacture were ruled 
out of the protective scale he must close up 
his mill. He-had another case in mind. 
There is a factory near Syracuse, N. Y., 
which employs 1000 persons i nmaking soda 
ash used in soap and other manufactures. 
This factory represents a dependent popu- 
lation of 7000 people, and property amount- 
ing to several millions, This industry is 
omitted from the Mills Bill, and there is 
nothing to doif the bill passes but to close 
up business and let the factory remain idle. 
Yet there has been no outcry about the ex- 
cessive cost of the soap production. Soap 
never has been so cheap. 

Turning to the question of the Pacific 
Railroad’s debt, he thought that if the 
roads were given a long bond at such 
interest as is now current, it would be bet- 
ter for all concerned than if they were 
forced to sale and everything confiscated. 

As to the candidacy for the Presidency of 
the United States, he had taken no steps 
hitherto in that direction because he had 
tendered his aid to Mr. Blaine, who, he 
thought, had a wider reaching strength and 
popularity than any other Republican. He 
resented the suggestion and would not have 
the imputation cast upon the office which he 
held of president of the New York Central, 
that because he may be worthy in such an 
office he is therefore not worthy to takea 
public trust and fulfill it conscientiously. 
He did not, however, declare that he 
sought the nomination at the hands of the

TAMMANY SHOUTS. 


The Braves Hold a Big Ratification 
Meeting 

New York, June 12.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Tammany had a large meeting at 
the Academy of Music tonight to ratify the 
action of. the St. Louis Convention. The 
Tammany lamb, “Thurman,” which was 
‘brought from the West all decked in rib- 
bons, was a feature of the meeting.

PoTspAM, June 12.—[By Cable and As 
sociated Press.| It is considered by the 
Emperor’s physicians that the Emperor’s 
disease has possibly reached the esophagus. 
At the same time they consider that the dif- 
ficulty he experiences in taking nourish- 
ment may be temporary. 

BERLIN, June 12.—Although the Em 
peror is slightly better at this hour, 9:30 p. 
m., great anxiety prevails owing to some 
changes, as to the exact nature of which 
the doctors are uncertain, in the cartilages, 
allowing particles of food and liquids to 
enter the airtubes, the result being cough- 
ing and choking. Whether any of the re- 
cent abscesses broke through the partition 
between the larynx and msophagus, or 
whether the epiglottis has been attacked by 
a malignant disease, the doctors are unable 
to determine. The Emperor is rapidly 
weakening. 

The Crown Prince visited the Emperor at 
4o’clock. At6:30 p.m. the Emperor went 
to the terrace and remained an hour. Later 
there was a change for the worse, and he 
became very feverish. Hecan be fed only 
by artificial means. 

The doctors admit that the Emperor is in 
an almost hopeless condition. The Crown 
Prince was summoned to the palace at mid- 
night. 

It is reported that if the Emperor does 
not improve a regent will be appointed to- 
morrow. It was hoped that the difficulty in 
swallowing was due to temporary paralysis 
ot the epiglottis. This hope, however, has 
proved to be fallacious. The local disease 
appears to have reached the mouth of the 
gullet wall, and the cartilages between the 
latter and the windpipe are partly de- 
‘stroyed or at least affected. 

Lonpon, June 12.—The Prince of Wales 
this morning received a telegram from Pots- 
dam stating that the condition of Emperor 
Frederick was very serious. The Prince on 
receipt of the telegram ordered that the 
usual procession to Ascott Heath be aban-

On. their arrival Myers, who knew 
Lowell, borrowed the latter’s gun, and then 
all the parties left the house for the 
ostensible purpose of looking at some stock. 
Olsen and Dagger were in the lead, Myers 
and Lowell following. They had not gone 
far when they heard the report of the cun, 
and, turning, saw Lowell fall to the ground.

The Confidence Queen, and 
Her Alleged Son 


‘Held for Trial on Several Charges of 


Crookedness, 


Bertha’s Former Suitor Tells the Tale 
of His Woes. 


How He Thought to fet a Fortane with the Cor- 
pulent Imposter—The Methods of ‘*Willle’’ 
aud His ‘*‘Mamma’”’ Ventilated by 
Their Victims. 


Pu Telegraph to The Times. 

San FRANcIsco, June 12,.--[By the Asso- 

ciated Press.] The principal witness today 
in the trial of Bertha Stanley, known asthe 
“confidence queen,” was William Gruhn, 
who testified that he met the defendant at 
Rev. Dr. Messing’s house and fell in love 
with her. She represented herself to be 
wealthy, saying that she had $80,000in the 
Anglo-California Bank, and the finest 
house and horses in LaSalle, Lil. As he 
was looking forward to the future, this was 
certainly an inducement to him, but he 
was really in love with her. When they 
became engaged he gave her a diamond 
ring worth $250. She gave him aring, which 
she told him she purchased from Parsons, 
the jeweler, for $255, but when she left for 
Los Angeles she took the ring from him, 
telling him that it was notin keeping with 
her wealth, and that she would send him a 
costlier one. They were to be married 
when she settled her business inthe Kast 
and returned here. Witness was no relative 
of Dr. Messing. 
The charge of grand larceny against 
Willie Stanley “Big Bertha'’s” son, was 
then taken up. Parsons, the jeweler, said 
that Stanley, in March, obtained, from him 
a diamond pin and earrings, valued at $1050 
for his mother, promising to pay for them in 
10 days, or as soon as he received money he 
had drawn from the La Salle Bank. After- 
ward witness saw these diamonds in “Big 
Bertha’s” ears. When he went with the 
couple to Los Angeles he was givena 
power of attorney to collect his money on 
return to this city, but the draft was worth- 
less. The diamonds were pawned by her 
son, Willie, in Los Angeles for $350, and 
the pawn ticket was sent to witness, who 
paid the money and recovered the jewels. 

Gruhn was recalled, and testified that 
Bertha told him that the diamonds werea 
present from a rich uncle in New York. 

Mrs. Stanley was then placed on the 
stand and asked several questions; among 
others if her true name was not Bertha 
Herman, all of which she answered 
evasively, or declined to reply, and the 
prosecution rested. ‘The false pretence 
charges b rought by Gruhn, who alleges that 
the pair borrowed #500 from him, and that 
Willie is not the son, but the husband, of 
the defendant, were next disposed of. 

Gruhn again took the stand and testified 
to the circumstances of meeting the parties 
and the tales they told him. The two 
claimed to be worth 3600,000 or $700,000 and 
were on intimate terms with Jay Gould and 
the Vanderbilts. When Willie asked 
him for #500, witness consulted with 
Bertha, who said that Willie probably 
had been gambling, but asked witness to let 
him have the money and she would re- 

ay him, which she never did. When they 

came engaged she gave him a $30,000 
draft, in order that he might become a big 
merchant here and that she might introc uce 
him as such among her New York friends, 
but as she managed to evade going to bank 
= he could not avail himself of the 

ra 

Witness was then asked a number of 
questions relative to his courtship, which 

rovoked much laughter from those present 

n court, and was then excused. 

J. Lesser, a dealer in —, and Gordon 
Taylor, told of several unpaid bills they 
held against Mrs. Stanley. The Court re- 
fused to admit the evidence of Policeman 
Parrotte, who said that the attorneys for 
the couple stated in the courtroom at San 
Antonio, Tex., that the defendants’ names 
were not Stanley, and that they had never 
been in California, 

Parsons, the jeweler, testihed that “Big 
Bertha” told him in confidence on the 
morning following the engagement that she 
didn’t kngw what she was about; that she 
had fou herself engaged before she 
knew it. 

She was arraigned on another charge, and 
the four cases were closed. 

When the court resumed, this afternoon, 
counsel for the defense said he would make 
no argument, and Judge Murphy accord- 
ingly rendered his decisions, and Mrs. 
Stanley and son were held on charges of 
obtaining money from Gruhno under false 
pretenses, but he held that the evidence did 
not warrant a committal on the charges of 
grand larceny brought by Parsons, but it 
was sufficient to show fraud, and the charge 
was reduced to obtaining geods on false 
pretenses, and the defendants were held to 
answer in $2000 bail each, on two charges. 
Hullinan & Foster say they will at once 
furnish bail, and place “Big Bertha” on ex- 
hibition.

A 4 STORY. 
A Woma Confesses Poisoning Her 
Two Children, 

PHILADELPHIA, June 12,—|By the As- 
sociated Press.} A decided sensation was 
created today when Mrs. Sarah Jane Whit- 
ling voluntarily confessed that she had 
poisoned her two children and had furn- 
ished her husband witti poison with which 
she declares, he took his own life on ac- 
count of despondency caused by poverty. 
Mrs. Whitling’s victims were her husband, 
John Whitling, her 9%-year-old daugh- 
ter Bertha, and ai boy, Wiilie, 2 
years old. The family lived in poverty in 
the rear of 1227 Cadwalader street. The 
husband died on March 20th Jast, the girl on 
April 24th amd the little boy on May 20th. 
Detectives worked at her for a confession, 
vut until today were unsuccessful. Finally 
the woman broke down from the weight of 
her awful secret and made a clean breast of 
the whole affair. She stoutly maintains 
that she did not administer poison fo her 
husband, Bertha, she says, she killed be- 
cause she did not want her to grow up bad, 
and the girl already hada propensity for 
stealing. The little boy she killed because 
he was in the way. She says she is sorry 
show, and wants people to pray for her. 

So well did she play her part when the 
children and husband were ili that the phy- 
sician in each case gave a certificate of 
death from natural causes. Mrs. Whitling 
professed great piety, and on Sunday last 
went to church in the neighborhood of her 
house, and kneeling atthe altar rail asked 
the prayers of the congrezation for the for- 

iveness of her sins. A post-mortem exam- 
ination disclosed the fact of the poisoning 
and the woman was arrested on Sunday 
night. There were several policies of insur- 
ance on the lives of the woman’s victims, 
each of the children and the husband being 
insured for smal! amounts, but amounting 
in the aggregate to $5690, all of which she 
coilected.

WASHINGTON, June 12,—It was stated at 
the Sheridan residence this afternoon at 
12:30 that the General was doing remark- 
ably well.
